Professor Savage’s Articles 

The series articles the feed situation Professor 
Savage which has already been announced run the 
JOURNAL begins this issue. makes extended refer- 
ence the work the Dairymen’s those 
who are not acquainted with the history and recent work 
this organization give the following explanation. 

June, 1903, Orange County, New York, Pomona 
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Grange meeting, resolution was adopted appoint milk 
committee one member from each subordinate Grange 
order start some organization beneficial dairymen, 

Exactly three years later another Orange County 
Pomona Grange meeting held Washingtonville, New York, 
resolution was introduced providing for the appointment 
milk committee confer with the New York Milk 
Exchange for the purpose securing representation this, 
the then acknowledged price making body for market milk 
New York City. 

appointment was:made for conference with the Milk 
Exchange and the Borden Company. This committee con- 
ferred with the Borden Company the morning Septem- 
ber 1906, and the afternoon the same day was met 
committee from the Milk Exchange the Cosmopo- 
litan Hotel, New York City. 

The Milk Exchange Committee communicated the milk 
committee’s suggestion their board, and their secretary 
due time replied that they could not legally confer 
prices with any committee from the Grange, but should the 
producers desire place their members the board, they 
would then pleased confer with them concerning 
the conference the committeemen were reminded that 
the Grange was organization representing all branches 
agriculture and had authority organization sell 
the milk the dairymen. Taking this cue, the committee 
began forming plans for organization dairymen alone, 
which resulted eventually forming dairymen’s associa- 
tion and divorcing from the Grange. This association 
was the beginning the present Dairymen’s League, and 
was later incorporated under the laws the state New 
Jersey for $100,000. 

the year 1913, the League represented about 100,000 
cows and the work extension and organization was pushed 
forward from this time until present the number has 
reached over 500,000 cows. 

Several attempts had been made the officers the 
league secure conference with the milk distributors 
order gain recognition establishing the price paid 
the producers. The stronger the organization became the 
less cordially were suggestions from its officers received. 
the fall 1914 the situation became tense and diplomatic 
relations with the dealers came near breaking. Many who 
were close touch with the situation realizing the task 
before them counciled, advising delay and greater prepared- 
ness, believing conditions were not right, and the time not 
opportune for the League assert itself. Plans had been 
gradually crystallizing, induced serious conditions. 
1916 was agreed that the milk producers would bear the 
burden longer and the break was forced order save 
the milk producing business. 

effect strike was inaugurated October 1916, when 
the farmers’ contracts with the milk companies were 
renewed. Through the thorough organization the dairy- 
men officers, and the loyal support the men 
and women the farm, who stood like stone wall, with- 
holding milk from the dealers, making butter turning 
into other channels, the dealers were forced recognize 
the League and allow have voice setting the price 
which the producer should receive for his miik. 

There are branches the Dairymen’s League forty- 
seven counties New York state, fifteen Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, two Connecticut, one Massachu- 
setts, and three Vermont, embracing all over 42,000 
dairymen stockholders, and its influence and power meeting 
the problems the dairymen daily becoming greater.

PLAN FOR THE PURCHASE FEED THE DAIRYMEN’S 
LEAGUE 


The Dairymen’s League shall establish and maintain 
central feed office connection with its central office 
New York City. shall immediately arrange for the manu- 
facture and sale feeds according formulas approved 
the New York State College Agriculture. 

The endorsement the Dairymen’s League shall appear 
upon all bags all manufacturers authorized the League. 

All orders for feed shall approved and recorded this 
central office. 

The central office shall assist handling transportation 
difficulties and see that there are delays delivery. 

Feed shall distributed local purchasing agents, 
recommended the local branches, acceptable the manu- 
facturer and approved the executive committee the 
Dairymen’s League. 

The local purchasing agent shall solicit orders, make 
the car, send orders, collect money, pay for the car, notify 
members when car arrives, check out car and adjust local 
difficulties, etc. 

The maximum price for feed shall three dollars ($3.00) 


member the Dairymen’s League 
good standing shall receive the following discounts: 

takes entire carload for his own consumption, 
pays cash and takes the feed from the car, two dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) ton discount. 

The reason for thus placing orders for carload lots through 
the local purchasing agent secure disinterested checking 
quality and quantity feed, taking care complaints 
and other usual services rendered retail dealers. 

orders less than carload lots, pays cash and takes 
feed from the car, two dollars ($2.00) ton discount. 

pays cash and takes feed from storage house within 
five days after notification arrival car, one dollar ($1.00) 
ton discount. 

discounts shall allowed Dairymen’s League feeds 
sold farmers who are not members the League, mem- 
bers who are not good standing. 

The executive committee the Dairymen’s League shall 
furnish each local purchasing agent, list League 
members good standing that locality. 

The local purchasing agent shall solicit standing orders 
make cars maximum capacity. case not 
possible make full car convenient intervals, should 
have storage space order enough make the balance 
the car. This extra feed will enable him carry feeder 
from one car the next case the feeder should run short 
feed before the next car arrives. 

Where possible advisable for each local branch 
Dairymen’s League recommend local feed dealer act 
its purchasing agent under contract which will accord 
with the plan outlined paragraph Where this not 
possible branch shall recommend one its members 
purchasing agent, who position and qualified han- 
dle the business business like way. 

The feed shall come directly from the manufacturer 
put one hundred (100 )pounds net weight bags with the 
guarantee that the contents the bag are satisfactory 
quality.

These plans are subject change and modification the 
the Dairymen’s League. 

The advantages this plan are many. First all there 
the great advantage the publicity prices. Every farm- 
buying under this plan will know the wholesale prices 
every day the feeds desires purchase. can, 
purchase carloads, reduce the service cost above the whole- 
sale price fifty cents ton. The questions once arise, 
Why there any need any service charge? Why not 
arrange the plan that the farmer who can purchase carload 
may buy direct? The answer that probably 
best have one responsible person each community 
represent the Dairymen’s League the purchase feed. 
Then let all the business the community through the 
same channel. For the service and the centering respon- 
sibility any farmer will glad pay fifty cents ton. 

Then the cost distribution any size order reduced 
its lowest terms. The manufacturer buys the ingredients 
the feed their source, assembles and mixes them the 
lowest cost and noted above the farmer knows exactly 
the cost distribution after the feed leaves the hands 
the manufacturer. 

There the advantage knowing the exact formula 
the feed purchased. logical purchase feed already 
mixed when one knows the formula and satisfied with it. 
The writer understands that the plan the Dairy- 
men’s League make possible for farmers purchase 
any single feed according the same plan. 

the cost ingredients and cost manufacture, 
hoped that competition among the different manufac-
